The grammar school will open session 


on Monday, September 12, and will 
occupy the manual training room as a 
class room, the remodelling having been 
done during the vacation season. This 
is expected to give sufficient room for 
the incoming scholars. 


The decision has also been made to 


buy a truck for the transportation of 
scholars in that district. It is also un- 
derstood that Charter Oak district will 
also buy a truck, and will make some 
kind of an arrangement with the West 
Covina district by which 
the 
same 


truck can be used 
for 
transporting 


scholars of both districts. 


The grammar school districts of the 


valley 
have not heretofore utilized 


trucks of their own, having depended 
upon the high school trucks, but a re- 
cent decision of tl)e high school board, 
taking the ground that it is illegal for 
a high school to have business rela- 
tions with grammar schools, makes it 
necessary to purchase trucks for this 
purpose. While it is a duplication of 
transportation which will cost the tax- 
payers many thousands of dollars in 
excess of the transportation expenses 
of the past, it is neverthelessfnecessary 
to take the step because of the refusal 
of the high school board to further 
carry on the old system. 


HiglT school officials said this week 


that while it had been a technical vio- 
lation of the school law for high schools 
to transport grammar school scholars, 
it had been the policy to do so in past 
years because it effected a very con- 
siderable economy, besides making it 
possible 
to 
bring 
grammar 
school 


scholars in to the high school for work 
in mechanical studies and other studies 
for which the outside districts were not 
equipped.

George Pearson, Jr., manager of sales

In ordinary, 
every day demonstrations, Doyle had 
discovered that the

LOCAL ATTOBNET EXPLAINS 


"SMALL CLAIMS COTJBT" 


This San Gabriel valley edition of the 


Argus is read in every home in the up- 
per San Gabriel valley. 


The legislature of this state at its 


last session enacted a statute creating 
a '' Small Claims Court," to be operated 
in conjunction with the justice court, 
but being limited to cases where the 
indebtedness does not 
exceed fifty 


dollars, and where the defendant is a 
resident of the township where the ac- 
tion is brought. In order that the peo- 
ple of this township may be able to 
avail themselves of the benefits of this 
law I will explain briefly the method 
of procedure. 


The claimant first appears and ex- 


ecutes an affidavit prepared by the 
justice of the peace, stating the amount 
of the indebtedness, that payment has 
been demanded and refused and setting 
fortho the residence of the defendant. 
The justice of the peace then sets the 
date of the hearing and mails notice 
to the defendant of the claim and tho 
date of the hearing by registered mail. 
On the date sot for the hearing the 
parties appear before tho justice of the 
peace with whatever evidence they may 
have and the matter is threshed out 
in an infoimal manner. 


No person other than the plaintiff 


and defendant is permitted to take any 
part in the litigation, and no claim 
which has been assigned can be sued 
on in this court by tho assignee. No 
formal pleading is required and hearing 
and disposition of all such claims is 
informal, with the sole object of dis- 
pensing speedy justice. between 
the 


parties. No attachment or garnishment 
can be issued from the small claims 
court but execution will be issued as 
in other cases. 


The judgment of this court is con- 


clusive upon the plaintiff and he can- 
not appeal, but the defendant has the 
right within five days after judgment 
to appeal to the superior court. 
If, 


however, he is unsuccessful in his ap- 
peal, fifteen dollars attorneys fees will 
be added to the amount of the judg- 
ment against him. 


In other words, all the claimant has 


to do is to appear before the justice 
of the peace and sign the necessary 
affidavit. 
Appear again at the date 


set for the hearing and tell his story. 
There are no filing-fees, no trial fees, 
no attorney's fees or any other fees 
or charges of any kind. 


This branch of the 
justice 
courV 


should become quite popular among 
those having claims under fifty dollars, 
and I see no reason why it should not 
be used almost exclusively for the col- 
lection of such claims.
